A SOUTHEND mother has been the 
inspiration for a sudden tattoo eraze in 
an attempt to raise awareness about a 
Southend Hospital eampaign. 

Pauline Langley, of St Luke’s Road, 
Southend, was diagnosed with breast 
eaneer last year and deeided to get a 
pink ribbon tattooed to say thanks for 
Southend Hospital’s treatment. 

Friends of the 44-year-old deeided to 
follow in her footsteps in an attempt to 
get donations for the hospital’s Bosom 
Pals Appeal. 


More than £3,000 has been raised for 
the good eause so far. 

Pauline said: “The staff at the hospi¬ 
tal were so absolutely fantastie that I 
thought. What ean I do to help? 

“’I’d eome away from the unit think¬ 
ing a box of ehoeolates just wasn’t 
enough.” 

The mother-of-two found out she had 
eaneer following a mammogram last 
August. Pauline then underwent a 
lumpeetomy and five-and-a-half weeks 
of radiotherapy. 

Pauline, who works at Fat Cats, in 
Southend, whieh she runs with hus¬ 


band Ian, 49, managed to get friend 
Franea Wood involved. 

Her daughter Staeey, 23, also joined 
in the eraze and before long, 12 women 
had the tiny mark. 

Aeeording to Silver Needles tattoo 
parlour, in Southend, whieh has been 
earrying out the £10 tattoo, another 18 
women have also had ribbons.

New Aphasia help

A NEW group has been set up in 
Leigh to help and support people 
whose speech has been affected by 
Aphasia. 

Aphasia, also known as Dysphasia, 
is the loss of speech and language 
after a stroke, head injury or other 
neurological condition. 

The Speakability group, in 
Southend, is keen to encourage people 
with Aphasia to join them at their 
monthly meetings. 

Group leader, Keith Felling, said: 
“As well as losing their speech, apha¬ 
sia can leave a person unable to under¬ 


stand what is being said to them, to 
read, to write, or to use numbers. 

“However, the person’s intellect is 
not affected. 

“There are more than a quarter of a 
million people living with this ‘hid¬ 
den disability’ in the UK alone and 
their needs are often overlooked 
because they have lost the ability to 
ask for the help and services that we 
are all entitled to.” 

Speakability (Action for Dysphasic 
Adults) is the national charity offering 
practical support and information to 
people with Aphasia, their families 
and carers, through a free helpline 
(080 8808 9572), a range of helpful 


publications, communication tools 
and training materials. 

At the core of the charity is a UK¬ 
wide network of self-help groups. 

These groups offer people with 
Aphasia a way of ensuring support for 
their long-term needs. 

Speakability groups are led by peo¬ 
ple with Aphasia, for people with 
Aphasia. 

The groups offer the chance for peo¬ 
ple with Aphasia to do something for 
themselves, practice their speech and 
explore other ways of communicating 
in a relaxed and supportive environ¬ 
ment. 

Above all, the groups can rebuild a

person’s sense of empowerment and 
self-esteem, as well as provide an 
opportunity to socialise with others 
who understand the challenges of liv¬ 
ing with Aphasia. 

The Southend Speakability group 
currently meets at the Wesley 
Methodist Church in Leigh.

I Gearing up... Green Getaways 



Wat lyier Country Park 


Yellow Advertiser reporter Paul Giles gets in the saddle to explore the Essex and East 
London backwaters. Over the next two years, the YA will visit more than 100 country 
parks and nature reserves using only public transport and a fold-up bike. 


IT may not sound ideal being 
sandwiehed between a 
refuse tip and a landfill site, 
but Wat Tyler Country Park 
offers 125 aeres of beautiful 
eountryside. 

Located within the South 
Essex Marshes, next to 
Vange Creek, it is easily 
accessible as Pitsea train sta¬ 
tion is a five-minute walk 
away. The nearest bus stop is 
at Pitsea Broadway 15 min¬ 
utes away. 

The park is just five min¬ 
utes from the A13, with just 
one access point by road. 

River users can access the 
park via the estuary, as there 
is a marina at the park’s fur¬ 
thest point. 

Once in the grounds, the 
main footpaths take walkers 
around the perimeter of the 
park with most hugging the 
estuary and marshes. 

Walkways also cut through 
the centre, meeting at a 
crossroads with statues of 
various kings from the past. 

A network of smaller paths 
take you into the woodland. 

One route takes walkers 
and cyclists directly through 
what used to be a Roman 
Bath. These smaller walk¬ 
ways are more of a challenge 


than other paths but offer 
more seclusion and serenity. 

A sculpture trail is one of 
the unique features and the 
Sonic Marshmallows are a 
playful and engaging piece 
where people can speak into 
the dish and communicate 
with someone else standing 
60 metres away. 

Some of the work looks 
alien in a rural setting - as is 
the case with the 
Marshmallows - but they 
add a fresh dimension. 

A new Heritage Centre dis¬ 
plays exhibitions about the 
park and there is a cafe built 
in what used to be a muni¬ 
tions factory. 

Structures such as pill 
boxes, roadways and MoD 
buildings can be explored 
and provide an insight into 
the history of the park. 

Other buildings include the 
RSPB centre, which holds 
events and guided walks. 

The charity has supplied a 
lot of bird watching huts in 
the park that overlook 
marshland and offer a vari¬ 
ety of wading birds for keen 
twitchers to watch. 

A sense of the area’s past 
and its history is ever present 
across the landscape, with 


large banks of earth left from 
the munitions factory that 
were used as blast barriers. 

The varied terrain includes 
grazing meadows, ancient 
hedgerows, tidal waterways, 
sea walls and field bound¬ 
aries, all evidence of the way 
people once used the area for 
commerce and living. 

The name ‘Wat Tyler’ was 
given to the park when 
Basildon Council took over 
the site in 1969. It is named 
after the infamous leader of 
the Peasant’s Revolt in 1381. 

The name has particular 
significance for the area as 
the revolt was started by the 
men of Fobbing - a place that 
can be seen from the marina. 

Future plans include 
extending a mini railway 
from the front gate to the 
river and creating a new eco 
centre that will include inter¬ 
active displays about the 
geological and social history 
of the district. 

Wat Tyler Country Park 
offers a great mix of nature, 
education and interaction, 
and will soon be expanded. 

With its play areas, art¬ 
work, exhibitions and cafe, 
there is something for every¬ 
one to enjoy.

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I Special report - Southend i-Lab 


Get inside the i-Lab

HAVING fun at work is not an inno¬ 
vation - but it is in short supply, 
sometimes. 

So we arrived at the Southend i- 
Lab, at the University of Essex, 
wanting to learn and enjoy, but 
guessing it would require some 
effort. It didn’t. 

Our session only lasted three 
hours, but was like a Tardis moment: 
small on the outside, spaeiously 
erammed with good stuff inside. 

I was asked to fill out a ‘Faeilitator 
Briefing Form’ the week before. 

Although we funetion very well as 
a newsdesk, we’re a relatively large 
team (17 of us). No one has left the 
business for four years, so there are 
inevitably problems and disagree¬ 
ments from time to time. 

I’d listed ‘issues’ in the offiee as 
work overload, egos, miseommuni- 
eation and problems at home some¬ 
times getting in the way of team¬ 
work and morale. 

The key question before arriving 
was: what would a ‘perfeet session’ 
in the i-Fab aehieve? 

I’d emailed baek: ‘A fun afternoon, 
a better understanding of how we 
work as a team (good or bad) and 
improved working relationships’. 

The ‘Innovation Fab’ elaims to 
provide the tools and spaee that staff 
and managers need to unloek busi- 
ness-ehanging ideas and problem 
solving. 

Groups who have used the eentre 


sinee its ereation in 2004 inelude 
loeal authorities, poliee forees, 
sehools, government departments 
and businesses. 

Walking inside was like entering a 
ehildren’s playsehool. Puppets, puz¬ 
zles, toys and models were spread 
aeross the spaeious room. 

A pair of double doors led into the 
eireular i-Fab where 16 eomputer 
stations and six projeetors were sur¬ 
rounded by whiteboards. 

Fike misehievous ehildren we 
were gently eoaxed out of the Fab to 
explore the main room and its ‘toys’. 

Most of us immediately began fid¬ 
dling with the puzzles and opening 
boxes. A few queued at the eoffee 
maehine, idly ehatting and wateh- 
ing. 

Everyone’s mood was inquisitive, 
positive and relaxed. There were no 
seerets or mind games. 

Projeet faeilitator Dave Goody 
explained how using ereative play 
and diseovery helped guide groups 
and individuals through the prob¬ 
lems and ehallenges they faee, free¬ 
ing up ideas and solutions in a fun 
way. 

After some ‘break-the-iee’ exereis- 
es, whieh involved writing the song 
that sums up your life and drawing a 
group pieture of your eolleagues, the 
moment of truth arrived. 

We stepped into i-Fab. 

There was a palpable sense of eol- 
leetive expeetation and exeitement. 
It was like walking into a gentle 
operating theatre where the sealpels 


had been replaeed by keyboards, 
sereens and marker pens. 

This was the business end of the 
session, and we entered a grown-up 
world in a self-indueed ehild-like 
state - a warm feeling I reeognised 
from a too distant past. 

Just in ease anyone forgot why we 
were there, we were told how a eom- 
bination of the right environment 
and the best teehnologies helped 
people to eommunieate their ideas, 
get good results from the workshops 
and ultimately, the best results for 
the business or team. 

The session involved talking to 
eaeh other via keyboards, with all 
out sentenees displayed on a plasma 
sereen at the end of the room. We 
opted for anonymous input to 
explore the most outrageous 
thoughts and eritieisms. 

Our ‘erazy’ ideas ranged from 
introdueing flexi time, new eomput- 
ers and better quality tea to eritieism 
of working praetiees and negative 
attitudes between eertain individu¬ 
als. 

All eomments reeeived multiple 
anonymous replies, allowing 
thoughts and eomments to be 
explored, ehallenged or supported. 

We took away loads of ideas. Not 
so many have been introdueed yet, 
but we left as a better, happier team. 

I hope they’ll have us baek.

Take part in Olympic tour 



With the Olympics just over two years 
away, reporter Martyn Dolton went on a 
tour of the Olympic Park to see how the big 
build is progressing 


“THE INTERNATIONAL Olympic Committee has 
the honour of announcing that the Games of the 30th 
Olympiad in 2012 are awarded to the city of London.” 

Those words spoken by The IOC president, Jacques 
Rogge, on July 6,2005, marked the start of one of the 
biggest modem projects the country has ever seen. 

And big it certainly is. 

If anyone had any question about that, all it would 
take is one visit to the park and all doubts would dis¬ 
appear in an instant. 

Even before the Games have even started, security 
on the site, in Stratford, is as huge as the big build pro¬ 
ject itself 

All visitors on board the tour bus had to provide pho¬ 



tographic ID and the entrance to the park can only 
be described as London’s very own Checkpoint 
Charlie - nobody would be able to get in without 
guards knowing it. 

During the public tours, before the bus is allowed 
to enter, security is even higher with sniffer dogs 
being placed on board to ensure the vehicle con¬ 
tains no explosives. 

But once all checks are over and you enter the 
park, you are immediately greeted by the gigantic 
press and broadcasting centre which will be the 
hub for 20,000 of the world’s media, come Games 
time. 

The shell of the building is so big, it could house 
five jumbo jets quite comfortably. 

When you consider this building represents just 
a fraction of the Olympic park, you can then start 
to appreciate the tme scale of the project. 

The majority of the park still resembles a build¬ 
ing site with facilities such as the hockey courts, 
basketball arena and handball arena resembling 
nothing more than a pile of building materials, but 
the three main iconic stmctures of the park are 
already dominating the skyline. 

The main stmctures of the Olympic stadium, 
velodrome and aquatics centre are all in place and 
it is these that make this building site resemble an 
Olympic park. 

The tour lasts about an hour and en route, visitors 
can see, and are reminded of, just how neglected 
this site was in the past. 

It is hard to believe that the site where the aquat¬ 
ics centre now stands used to be Europe’s biggest 
refrigerator dumping ground. 

The use of the land for things like this and other 
industrial activities meant that before any work 
could start on the site, the area had to be made safe 
with millions of tonnes of soil having to be washed 
to remove things like petrol, oil, tar, and heavy 
metals such as arsenic and lead. 

Reuse of materials such as the soil has made the 
Games the greenest yet, with 97 per cent of raw 
materials on the site being recycled. 

With constmction due to be completed in the 
summer of 2011 - one year before Games time - 
London will be looking forward to hosting the 
30th Olympic Games and holding the accolade of 
the only city on earth to host the event three times. 

The first time we hosted the Games was in 1908, 
but that was only due to the misfortune of Rome, 
which was due to be the host before Mt Vesuvius 
erupted in 1906. 

The second time was meant to be in 1944 but the 
Second World War saw an end to that so London 
hosted the Games in 1948 on a shoestring budget. 

London 2012 therefore looks to be the most 
organised Games to be held in the capital - if any¬ 
thing goes wrong we cannot blame it on volcanoes 
or war - which is why London 2012 should make 
one of the biggest statements we have ever made.

Wind farms 
will not be 
great 

IN reply to Tracy Jones (YA 
Letters, Mar 24), extolling 
the virtues of wind turbines 
and specifically those pro¬ 
posed for the Southminster 
area, she quotes them as able 
to supply 38 per cent of the 
homes in the Maldon area 
and being energy neutral in 
nine months. 

This may be true if they 
were producing electricity 
100 per cent of the time. 

Lots of facts and figures are 
available from the Internet, 
among them that turbines 
only produce 18-30 per cent 
of their theoretical output 
over the course of a year (site 
dependant and generally bet¬ 
ter off shore than on). But it 
can be even worse. 

A report from the Times 
Online on April 1 (worth 
reading in full) says that 
“...according to data released 
by Ofgem, the government’s 
energy regulator, ... in 2007, 
and 2008 a very windy year, 

... the worst performing wind 
farms both achieved under 8 
per cent”. 

But ignoring the figures, 
just look outside, several 
times a day, as I have for 
years and see. 

I’m a long time windsurfer 
even though this is one of the 
worst places for the sport as 
most of the time there isn’t 
enough wind. 


Where does most wind 
come from? Go to the west- 
coast, Wales or Cornwall, and 
look at the bent over trees on 
the shoreline. 

A startling Internet ‘fact’ is 
that many thousands of tur¬ 
bines are needed to produce 
as much electricity as one 
major nuclear power station, 
which is why the French have 
so many of them. 

As to having no effect on 
property values, surveys are 
very unreliable. Would you 
buy a home near 16 turbines? 

And as to them lasting 25 
years, some are already being 
replaced that are less than 
half that age. 

I take it that as so many 
more thousands are needed to 
meet targets, then there are 
not enough offshore sites for 
them. Also, it costs far less 
(typically 1/3 is given) to 
build onshore than offshore 
and hence more profits for 
shareholders.

THE argument supporting 
wind farms has been lost, yet 
organisations such as the 
Friends of the Earth and the 
British Government continue 
with this expensive and 
extremely unreliable method 
of generating electricity. 

The cost of electricity deliv¬ 
ered to the point of use from 
wind farms out at sea or in 


out of the way locations on 
land cannot be justified. 

While nuclear power plants 
may be potential targets for 
terrorists, so are windmills, 
particularly if they are sited 
in the open seas. 

I acknowledge that we must 
have sustainable ways of gen¬ 
erating power, but if the eco¬ 
nomics fail, the method fails. 

Using wind power may 
make some people feel they 
are saving the planet but they 
aren’t. They are just helping 
to make life on the planet that 
bit more unbearable. 

The use of wind power fell 
out of favour for milling 
wheat when the millers 
required a reliable source of 
power. Some windmills were 
fitted with auxiliary engines 
powered by fossil fuel. Others 
just closed the windmills 
completely and opted for the 
available alternative power. 

There may be a future for 
windmills if they are used to 
pump water to a reservoir and 
the electricity is generated by 
water power. If the reservoir 
is big enough the power sup¬ 
ply will be reliable and the 
cost bearable.

Yes, we know they are 
‘doing nothing wrong’ and 
it’s probably all ‘within the 
rules’, but it does seem, to a 
mere layman, that such think¬ 
ing comes from a world of 
reality far removed from that 
in which most of us live. 

There is the other form of 


dishonesty of delaying, until 
after the election, the 
inevitable harsh measures 
that are going to be needed to 
deal with our horrendous 
debt and ‘quantitative easing’ 
(viz the printing of worthless 
paper money) in an attempt 
to kid the gullible that ‘things 
aren’t that bad’. 

The continued denial of 
responsibility for running the 
country into near bankruptcy 
and trying to kid us that it is 
all down to mortgage-default¬ 
ing trailer home residents in 
America.

Q. What is the difference between 
horizontal and vertical leases? 

A. These aren’t actual legal terms, but simply 
a convenient way of describing the two 
different ways in which responsibility for a 
property divided into flats is split amongst the lease-holders. Thus, horizontal 
leases are those in which the property concerned is divided from left to right, 
through the middle, while vertical leases, as the name implies, divide the 
property equally from top to bottom. 

Taking the case of a two-story house split into two flats: 

• Where leases divide the property horizontally, the leaseholder on the first 
floor is responsible for maintaining everything above the line - for 
example, the roof - while the ground floor leaseholder is responsible for 
the drains. 

• Where the division is vertical, both leaseholders have an equal share in all 
such liabilities.

The overwhelming majority of new leases are of the vertical type. However, 
there are still some horizontal ones about, since they were quite popular in the 
60s and 70s, when leases were often granted for 199 or even 999 years. 
Generally speaking, you should try to avoid them at all costs, since real 
difficulties can arise - for example, if you have a landlord or freeholder who 
cannot be traced, and the other leaseholder doesn’t want to do the work 
required on, say, the roof. In that case, you can encounter major problems in 
trying to get the work done at all. 

Most vertical leases on the other hand will clearly state that the freeholder is 
responsible for arranging to have any remedial work done, while the 
leaseholders are responsible for paying for it. However, it is common practice 
for the leaseholders to get together and solve any problems between them. 
Needless to say, leases don’t state whether they are horizontal or vertical - but 
you can easily figure out which type it is by studying the list of responsibilities.

L ET’S get this clear up 
front. My family definitely 
doesn’t need a 4x4. We 
don’t live on a Scottish peak 
accessible only by boggy cart 
tracks. We don’t have the kind 
of ‘lifestyle’ that you see in car 
ads, jumping off jetskis and 
hand gliding off mountains. 

For us, the perfect anti-4x4 is 
Ford’s Kuga. 

Initially, my wife was uncon¬ 
vinced about us getting the 
Ford. She was sick 
of being 
obstructed 
by lumber¬ 
ing 4x4s 


on the school run and didn’t 
much fancy the idea of joining 
the SUV bandwagon. ‘Just try 
it’, I told her. ‘If you don’t like 
it. I’ll take it back.’ Three 
months on, the Kuga is still a 
fixture in our driveway. 

For her, it’s a family estate 
with a pleasantly high-riding 
driving position. Neither she 
nor I can detect any difference 
in handling over the long term 
Ford Focus family hatch which 
the Kuga replaced. Like that 
model, show this car a 


diesel engine is a good match 
for this car. There is ample 
pulling power of 320Nm at 
2,000rpm, which basically 
means that you don’t have to 
row the car 
along with 
the gear- 
lever in low 
to medium- 
speed urban 
motoring. 

The 0- 
60mph 
dash is 
achieved in 
10.7 sec¬ 
onds and 
you can 
push the speedometer all the 
way up to 124mph. Economy 
is excellent and we’ve 
achieved fuel consumption of 
around 44mpg on a regular 
basis, with over 50mpg on 
longer runs. C02 emissions 
are kept to a low 169g/km. 

These impressive numbers 
are also aided by the Kuga’s 
electronically controlled, on- 
demand four-wheel drive 
transmission. 

This clever system directs 
up to 50 per cent of the 
engine’s torque to each indi¬ 
vidual wheel when it’s needed, 
depending on the terrain 
you’re experiencing. 

Prices start from around 
£18,500 and there are two 
trim levels available in the 
Kuga; Zetec and Titanium. We 


went for the plusher version 
which includes part leather 
trim, rain sensing wipers, 
automatic headlights, cruise 
control, blue tinted glass and 
dual climate 
control. 

Overall, I 
think that in 
giving up try¬ 
ing to sell us 
a conven¬ 
tional 4x4 
and instead 
concentrat¬ 
ing on a 
niche 
crossover 
vehicle, Ford 
might just have hit on some¬ 
thing. 

The Kuga looks great, it’ll 
hopefully persuade a few 4x4 
drivers to downsize into 
something more suited to their 
requirements and in basing 
the main range around a 2.0- 
litre turbodiesel engine. Ford 
has made a powerful state¬ 
ment regarding the environ¬ 
mental credentials of this sort 
of vehicle. 

Perhaps the Kuga’s most 
impressive achievement is that 
it’s a four-wheel drive car that 
targets an urban clientele but 
which it’s virtually impossible 
to take exception to. OK, so 
with our Kuga we join the train 
of 4x4s on the school run. But 
these days, we feel comfort¬ 
able in doing it.
